Association of Commerce Inves- 
tigators Say Problem Must 
Be Worked Out by Op- 
posing Forces. 


Possibility of a settlement of the garment 
workers’ strike by arbitration appeared to 
vanish yesterday. At a meeting of the coun- 
cil peace ‘committee, appointed by Mayor 


‘Busse, Attorney Levy Mayer presented a 


statement for Hart, Schaffner & Marx, de- 
claring in the future they will treat direct 
with their striking employés and suggesting 
the couscii committee take no further hand 


A. Wheeler, to investigate the cause of the 
strike, made ite report. Ip it is the sugges 
tion that the strike ssue be left to the am- 
ployés and the employers for settlement. 


Think Negotiations Futile. 

The statement of Hart, Schaffner & Marz 
in part was as follows: 

“The representatives of labor organiza- 
tions who conferred with your committee 
stated in their letter informing you of the fal- 
ure of our employés to accept arbitration that 
every reasonable effort has been made to 
secure a favorable result in the submission 
of this plan of settlement to the striking em- 
ployés of Hart, Schaffner & Marx.“ 

“ Since it is confeapedly impossible to se- 
cure the acceptance of a proposition which 
was indorsed by yourself, by your commit- 
tee, by the representatives of labor organiza- 
tions, by the press, and, we believe, by the 
public generally, the futility of further nego- 

is apperent. 

“We have three times made or accepted 
proposals to arbitrate. First with the local 
Garment Workers’ union, next with the prest- 
dent of the International Garment Workers 
union, and finally through your committee, 
with other allied organizations. These agree- 
ments seem only to prolong rather than solve 
the situation and become useless from neces- 
sity rather than choice. 


‘ Will Welcome Employes. 

“Our workers can come back to us in full 
confidence that we shall be ready to meet 
them and deal with them liberally in all mat- 
‘ters of our mutual interest and welfare, con- 
cerning which they and we are better ta- 
formed than anybody else, =< 

“ We bélieve that if our employ were free 
from fear of personal injury and acts of vio- 
lence most of them would return to work, and 
if your instructions to the police, as reported 
in the papers this morning, could be wholly 
carried out: First, to enforce the laws; sec- 
ond, to give protection to any citizen 
who needs it and requests it,’ our shops would 
be In full operation In less than a week.” 


Business Men Add 0. K. 

The report of the Association of Commerce 
committee, which urged that the issue be left 
to the émployers and employee was as fol- 
lows: 

„ Believing that a conciliatory spirit de- 
tween employer and operative will amicably 
dispose of all valid grievances, and believing 
that the employers should make known to 
the public and to their striking operatives 
their present attitude in this matter, we have 
met the firms involved and are assured by 
them that they are willing to reinstate their 
employés who now are on strike as fast as 
the conditions of work will permit, without 
change of wages or working hours, and with- 
out discrimination as to whether they are 
or are not members of any organization, ex- 
cept that persons proven guilty of violence 
may not be taken back. Wealso are assured 
that the individual firms are-willing to meet 
their own employés in an endeavor to adjust 
any differences that may arise.” 


Labor Quarrel Grows. 


The breach between Acting President Lan- 
ders of the garment workers’ union and offi- 


| cers of the Chicago Federation of Labor and 


of the joint conference committee widened 
during the day. Mr. Landers replied to the 
charge that the officers of the union had re- 
fused to open their books for an audit by 
the conference committee and that che gen- 
eral garment workers’ organization has not 
contributed to the support of the strikers.

Temporarily at least, Chicago’s new bulld- 
ing code wilt contain a provision limiting 
the height of buildings to 200 feet. That the 
new code might not go into effect minus a 
provision of any sort in this connection, ex- 
ponents of the plan to reduce the maximum 


height to 200 feet agreed to the plan at the 


council meeting last night. It will hold good 
pending hearings by the especial building 
code committee on the subject. 

The ordinance was passed by a vote of 
58 to 2. 

On Dec. 12 the new code, minus all limita- 
tion, became effective without Mayor Busses 
signature. All that it needed to place it in 
force was publication by the city clerk. The 
law provides that an ordinance containing 
a penal clause must be published by adver- 
tising, that it becomes effective ten days 


4 after publication, and that the city clerk 


shall have thirty days within which to pub- 
lish. 


gered Margin Too Small. 

In a hell the clerk has until Jan. 11 
to „Nals the ordinamce. The next meeting 
ot the council is on Jan. 9. An ordinance 
Hmiting building height passed at that time 
could not be put in force until K had been 
signed by the mayor and published and ten 
days had elapsed, or until Jan. 22.

milk, water, medico-legal tests, etc. 

To develop further the field of municipal 
research. This work is now in its infancy. 

To undertake free treatment of hydro- 
phobia and to perfect the methods of 
diagnosis of hydrophobia now used 

To undertake the control of ventilation 
in public places.

Mansion on Fifth, Avenue, New 
York, Completed After 8 Years 


WILL BE OCCUPIED SOON. 


Palace Has 121 Rooms, 31 Baths, and 
Four Picture Galleries. 


New York, Dec. 19.—[Special. }—The $7,000,- 
000 Fifth avenue residence of ex-Senator 
Wiliam A. Clark of Montana has been com- 
pleted after eight years of work and will be 
occupied early in the new year. It is said to 
de the costliest residence ever built In Amer- 
‘ica, and perhaps the costHest private house 
in the world ‘The taxes assessed on ft by 
New Tork city amount to more than $200 a 

. ee 


. The mansion contains 121 rooms 31 beths, 
E tour pieture galleries. No bullditiz in the 
world according to experts ‘who have in- 
pee ted the interior, carries 80 much bronze 
as has been worked into ‘this mansion. 

Although the best architects and decorators 
fin this country were employed, Senator 
Clark himself designed much of the interior, 
as well as the exterior of the mansion. 

The building contains one of the largest 
pipe organs in the world, which was installed 
at a cost of $300,000. There are $2,000,000 
worth of pictures and $500,000 worth of rugs. 

“Last Word” in«Ostentation. 

During the years the Clark mansion has 
been growing toward ‘completion it has been 
the subject of many criticisms as being the 
“last word in ostentation. The tower 15 
that looms up above the side facade has been 
the especial butt of attacks. „A more fatu- 
‘ous and meanthgless feature than this 
steeple,” writes an architect, “would be 
impossible to find even in the wildest vaga- 
ries of our domestic architecture. It. is en- 
tirely without architectural relation tò any- 
thing else in the building. It is devoid of 
apparent use as of’ meaning or beauty. No 
human creature can decently pretend to ad- 
mire anything about it.“ 

The same architectural critic compares the 
stone cutting with the fortified palazzos of 
Venice.

CHINESE SENATE 
DEFIES THRONE 


Demand That Grand Council 
Be Abolished Renewed De- 
spite One Refusal. 


REVOLT STILL IS ACTIVE. 


Federal Troops Are Sent Against 
Force of Rebels in Kwang 
Si District. 


PEKING, Dec. 19.—The fight of the im- 
perial senate to abolish the grand council 
and to establish a constitutional cabinet was 
| renewed today in the face of the throne’#sre- 
jection of the recent memorial. 

Some time ago, in ceeret sessions, the sena- 
tors decided they would no longer tolerate 
a grand council which was not responsible 
to the imperial senate and would not execute 
that body's resolutions. A memorial to the 
throne praying for a constitutional cabinet 
and the retirement of the grand councilors 
was adopted. Yesterday an imperial edict 
announced that the creation of a cabinet was 
refused and that the throne likewise de- 
cined to accept the resignations of the grand 
councilors. 

In the imperial senate a resolution was 
introduced today demanding that the senate 
impeach the grand councilors, with the ob- 
ject of forcing the throne to create a consti- 
tutional ministry or to dissolve the senate. 
The resolution was adopted by a big ma- 
jority. 


Disorders in Kwang 81 Continue. 

Lien Chow, in the Awang Si province, 
where early last month the American Pres- 
byterian mission's hospital and school were 
destroyed, continues in a state of disorder. 
Two thousand rebels are opposing the Can- 
tonese punitive force, and the prefect, Woo 
today telegraphed to Canton asking for re- 
inforcements. The Canton authorities have 
sent a request to Peking for instructions. 

The activity of the rebels throughout south- 
ern China takes the form of piracy and rob- 
bery. The attitude of the secret societies 
also is causing anxiety. 

Lien Chow is about two weeks’ journey by 
river boat upstream from Canton. When 
the news of the attack on the mission build - 
ings last month reached Canton troops were 
immediately dispatched to the scene. A 
missionary who recently returned from that 
district said the attack on American prop- 
erty was not the result of anti-foreign feel 
ing but was due to popular resentment

New System Would- Lop Off $300,000 


Yearly, Says Merriam Report. 


Chicago consumers of water can save for 
the city “ millions of dollars a year."” 

Cut your water demands in two. Don’ t 
waste so much. Turn off the faucet instead 
That's all. 

The city management itself can save 
another $300,000 a year by reform in the 
department, according to reports submitted 


yesterday by experte. 
Chicagoans also were told they were to 


blame for the insufficient- water pressure 


, complained of so much. 
In the report of the Merriam commission 


sent to the city council, Dabney H. Maury. 
president of the American Waterworks as- 
sociation and an investigator for the Na- 
tional Civic federation, who served as one 


of-the commission's experts, asserted that 


the per capita consumption should be cut in 
two. 

A city-wide determination whereby each 
citizen will limit his use of water to 100 gal- 
lons a day, instead of more than 200 as at 
present, he asserted, would mean more to the 
city than all the other economies, including 
elimination of leakage cutting down of pay- 
rolls, and increasing efficiency of equipment. 


Last Words for Consumer. 
In the first pages of his report he showed at 


‘length technical proof that the city can rave 


$300,000 a year on its water system; but his 
last words dwelt upon bis advice to the con- 
sumer. 

„The gross sum of these economies.” he 
asserted, enormous as it is, is small when 
compared with the saving that will reduce 
the per capita consumption to a reasonable 
amount. | 

“This saving will benefit the consumer, 
not only because his rates will be reduced but 
because the improved service will cut down 
many other expenses not included in the 
rates, but which he has been paying, and abl 
which have entered into cost of service. No 
accurate estimate can be made of the aggre- 
gate saving in dollars and cents that would 
result from reducing the per capita consump- 
tion to 100 gallons per day, but it would not be 
less than several millions of dollars per year, 
and the increased pressures and the assur- 
ance of uninterrupted water sery ice would 
be a source of joy. to every householder. 


Every Citizen Should Co-operate. 

„Every public spirited citizen should do 
his part toward securing this long needed 
improvement. 

The principal recommendations of Mr. 
Maury concerning pay roll adjustments and 
the elimination of needless labor already 
have been anticipated by the present chiefs

Mrs. Scott came back yesterday with a 
counter attack, a circular giving a facsimile 
of the Story “campaign yarn and making 
a detailed answer. Today this circular will 
be sent out to every chapter of the daughters. 

It is signed by Mre. La Verne W. Noyes, 
vice president general from Illinois; Minerva 
R. Ames, state regeft: Gertrude B. Welty, 
state vice regent; Frances F. White, state 
secretary; Harriet J. W. Walker, historian 
for Nlinois, and Grace E. Shumway, consult- 
ing state registrar. 

‘The whole issue rests on charges by Mrs. 
Story that the president general told Mrs. 
Lewis Torbet, state. regent from Chicago 
during the last campaign, that she would not 
be a candidate for reélection. 

Mrs. Story asserts that Mrs. Scott made fhe 
promise, the Inlinois officers and Mrs. Scott 
assert she did mot and that Mrs. Torbet 
wrongly understood it that way. 

Mrs. Torbet has said nothing so far. 


Says She Had Been “Turned Down.“ 

In her attack Mrs. Story’s campaign man- 
ager charges mat Mrs. Scott had not, ac- 
cording to general belief, received the unan- 
imous support of the recent state conference 
in IIlinois, but had, in fact, been turned down 
as candidate by the Chicago chapter, the 
largest in the United States.“ Then come 
the following charges: 

‘The report that Mrs. Scott was the candi- 
date, without opposition, of all the chapters 
of her own state, had been sent out to every 
chapter in the United States. 

The turning down of Mrs. Scott by the 
' Chicago chapter hinged on the charge made 
by Mrs. Lewis Torbet, the Chicago chapter 
regent, that Mrs. Scott had given her word 
that she would not be a candidate for more 
than one term of office.

Foreign News Is Bearish, Liver- 
pool Being 1d Lower; Hog 
Products Firm. 


In spite of a mass of bearish news items 
the wheat market showed a stubborn tone 
and final quotations were only en to e 
lower than Saturdey. Liverpool was 1d 
lower, and foreign cables supplied nothing 
but bearish news, which gave the market a 
weak start, but support was forthcoming on 
the weak spots and the selling pressure wu 
mot especially heavy, few of the local bears 
caring to press the selling side. 

In addition to the foreign news of a bear- 
ish nature, primary receipts were unusuaily 
heavy, there was another smal) increase in 
the visible supply in this country, and also 
stocks gained in Canada. Moreover, world’s 
shipments were larger than expected and 
the flour and cash wheat trade continues 
dull. Dry weather southwest was about the 
only factor to which the bulls could turn to 
without a dishéartening result. 


Australia Has Big Carry Over. 

Australian reports indicate that in addition 
to having an excellent crop this year that 
country wil carry over into the new crop 
& large quantity of wheat which will Well 
shipments during the next two months. Ar 
gentine advices were also favorable and the 
Black sea shipments continue to be larger 
than expected. Total world’s shipments 
were 9,840,000 bu, compared to 8,816,000 bu 
& year ago. On passage stocks showed a 
decrease of 2£16,000 bu. 

The visible supply showed a gain of 828,098 
bu for the week, compared to a small de- 
crease a year ago. Primary arrivals were 
1,304,000 bu against 615,000 bu a year ago. 
The local run wes 28 cars with 62 cars for 
today, more wheat coming on consignment’ 
Northwest points had 746 cars against 207 
cars a year ag. Kansas City had 281 cars 
against 87 cars last year and Omaha 80 
compared to 2 cara, Winnipeg receipts 
were 408 cars; last year, 545.
